BUT WEATHER WAS CLEAR 


Officers of Liner, Which Was Little 
‘Harmed, Think. Other Ship’s 
Steering Gear Failed. 


_ The Red Star Miner Zeeland, which ar- 
rived last night from Antwerp and 
Dover, was in collision in midocean 
shortly before noon ohn Wednesday 
with the} British freighter Missouri, 
bound.from Philadelphia to London. The 
Missouri was damaged seriously for- 
ward, and the Zeéland’s plates were 
dented just forward of the bridge on 
the starboard side. According to the 
Zeeland’s erew the only reason that she 
suffered less serious injuries than the 
Missouri was because the Zeeland, as 
they put it, “‘ was a strong-built boat.” 

Officers and crew of the Zeeland were 
reticent when asked last» night about 
the collision, and it was said that they 
had been ordered not to talk of the acci- 
dent. It was learned, though, that the 
collision occurred in comparatively clear 
weather and that the Missouri ‘was sev- 
efal hundred yards away when. the Zee- 
land sounded three blasts. from her, 
siren as a signal that ‘she was going 
astern. The ‘Missouri responded with 
two blasts, indicating that she was going: 
to port, which was the proper manoeu- 
vyte-in the circumstances, but she came 
straight on and struck the Zeeland a 
hard blow with her bow. When she 
backed away it was found that the Mis- 
souri’s stem had been bent at a. right 
angle to her hull, her deck fittings at 
the point- of. collision had been tipped 
out of) place, and her wireless apparatus 
had been disabied. It: was, thought on. 
the Zeeland that the collision was‘ due 
to the fact that the Missouri's steer- 
ing gear was out of order, 

The ships came together at 11:15 
o’clock in the morning when they were 
two days’ sail from the Scilly Islands. 
On board the Zeeland were 693 pas- 
sengers, of whom twenty-seven were in 
the first, 184 in the second cabin, and 
the other 582 persons in the steerage. 
The weather was clear, except for a 
slight mist.- But this did not amount to 
a fog, according to those on the Zee- 
‘land. .Most of her passengers were on 
deck at the time. The Missouri carried 
no passengers.

The opinion of a London banker and 
a novelist named PHP Gress, re- 
ported in the cable dispatches to THE 
SuNDAY Times, that society in the 
British capital is going mad, and 
that the immoral and the frivolous 
were never so plainly in evidence as 
in the present social season seéms 
to be founded on. emotidnal excite- 
ment rather than on any accurate 
knowledge of London social customs 
in the past. To be sure, in the storied 
Regency of fat-Grores, when Brum- 
MELL set the pace in foppery and 
extravagance, society was a smaller 
and more compact body. It was not 
all bad; it contained more saints than 
sinners, but the. sinnera’ made more 
noise. Who that is.tolerably familiar 
with the records of the close of the 
Georgian era can believe that the 
frivolous folks of modern London are 
more frivolous. than’ their predeces- 
sors, the bad people worse? © Vice 
thrived in high social circles also in 
the era of Sir RoBERT WALPOLE, and 
what of the days of CONGREVE and 


-WYCHERLEY and the defiance of pro- 


priety and decency. which distin- 
guished the Restoration? 

Most English- men were’ honest and 
decent and most English women 
moral in the era of CHARLEs II., and 
the same is true in the era-of that 
virtuous and admirable -monarch, 
GEORGE V. The extravagances which 
have amazed the banker and sad- 
dened the novelist have been indulged 
in by a larger number of persons than 


could have been counted in the gay 


life of earlier -ages: But in. propor- 
tion to the enormous population of 
contemporary London we are quite 
convinced: that there has been no in- 
crease of indecency in high life.

_. PEACE NEAR IN MEXICO. 

‘It seems that the doubts expressed 
as to CaRRANZA’s willingness to grant 
general amnesty in Mexico reflect 
rather the prejudices of certain non- 
combatant Constitutionalists, lately 
resident in Washington, where there 
has been less gunfire than in their 
native land, than-the actual position 
of their leader. CaRRANZA has not been 
a glib talker. He has held his own 
counsel all through the rebellion. Mo- 
tives and opinions attributed to him 
by rumor. have often been proved false 
by the event. It is obviously his cue 
now not to run counter to the wishes 
of the American Government and the 
South American republics, In fact, in 
the only notable proclamation he has 
made he freely acknowlédge&i the 
value of the friendship of the United 
States. With this in mind, we are 
compelled to believe that the peaceful 
solution of the. Mexican problem is 
near at hand. ; 

It cannot be too often said that the 
great personal ‘triumph President 
Witson has secured.by holding firm- 
ly to his policy in spite of the clamor 
here and abroad will long be remem- 
bered in history to his credit and that 
of his country. For a long while he 
seemed to have little or no support. 
Even the members of his Cabinet at 
times doubted the. wisdom of his 
course. But it is. likely that a ma- 
jority of his fellow-citizens had un- 
swerving faith in his policy, although 
articulate expression of that faith was 
confined to a very few newspapers. 
Since the abdication of HurrrTa the 
success of President “VWILSsoNn’s’ action 
in regard to our troubled neighbor has 
been more generally recognized, but 
that success was assured when the 
rroffer of good offices by the South 
American republics was accepted. 


THE PRIMARIES ON SEPT. 28. 

It is very doubtful if the voters of 
the State realize the extent to which 
power has been conferred upon them 
by. the primary law, or their respon- 
sibility thereunder. On Sept. 28 each 
enrolled voter will be called upon to 
hominate a: candidate for each State 
office, for-a Senator, a Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, fifteen delegates at 
large and three district delegates to 
the Constitutional Convention, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and candidates 
for the State and County Committees 
of his party. This last power has 
generally escaped notice; what ‘it 
means is that the voter has in his own 
hands not only the nomination of can- 
didates for office, but the election of 
the ‘members of the organization—the 
machine. He can never growl. again 
about. machine government, about be- 
ing deprived of a voice in the man- 
agement of his party, for he himself 
selects the members of the machine. 

This sounds easy; but in practice it 
is going to be hard; for the voter will 
be confronted with about thirty-five 
names to vote upon,'and unless he 
takes the trouble to inform himself 
beforehand he may not know who 
they are or, what they stand for. Hith- 
erto the names have been picked for 
him by *bosses. Now he picks them. 
He can control the way. in which they 
come béfore him; for no name can get 
upon the primary ballot except by a 
petition duly circulated and getting 
.enough signatures. Not more than 
8,000. signatures are needed to place 
upon the primary ballot any candidate 
for Governor, Senator,-or any other 
State office. .From the names so 
placed before him by petitions which

In the old days,

of.war or peace between neighbors: was 
decided by their respective Kings, with 
a little help from court favorites.

common folk, who did the fighting and : 


paid the bills—when the decision was for 
war, as usually happened—had only the 
vaguest ideas as, to the cause of the 
trouble, knew about its progress little 
more than what they could see for 
themselves, and exercised no influence 
whatever on the ultimate terms of. set- 
tlement. With or without cheers, they 
did what they were told, and the fortu- 
nate survivors accepted the result much 
as they did the weather. 

In some parts of the world Kings and 
Ministers can still plunge nations into 
war almost at will, but no longer can 
they do it without having. their acts 
promptly disclosed and their motives 
made the subject of general comment 
and criticism. For the press, nowadays, 
shows a fine disregard for the censor- 
ships by. which the war lords and their 
servants always try to restore the old 
conditions. of secrecy, and not infre- 
quently the departmental chiefs get from 
the newspapers they have tried to 
silence the first news of events in which 
they are.themselves deeply interested. 

Incidentally, journalistic enterprise and 
achiévement create innumerable judges, 
all more or less well informed, as to the’ 
sufficiency of the reasons for. war, as 
t6 the competency with which it is con- 
ducted, and as to the propriety ofthe 
peace articles finally signed. In other 
words, private ambitions and dynastic 
interests do not have the free play they 
did in. the good old.days, and though at 
the present moment it is reported that 
the press of, several _gountries is. clamor- 
ous for War, still, even there, the papers | 
are telling the facts with more or less 
accuracy: and completeness; and in a 
dozen other countries they are printing 
columns and columns of matter the gen- 
eral tendency of which is to emphasize 
the disproportion ‘between the excuses 
for belligerency and the consequences 
that will follow an appeal’ to arms. 

That all wars cannot be thus. prevented 
is unfortunately true}, but unquestionably 
their number and size are diminished by 
the invdived compulsion to justify and 
explain,

Bluejackets. alcohol from 
its last refuge on the nation’s ships was 
an innovation too small to measure. 
What he now purposes to do is to effect 
a complete change ‘in the status of. all 
the men in the navy who. are of lower 
than commission rank. The substitution 
of dishonorable discharge for imprison- 
ment as the penalty of such offenses as 
desertion and absence without leave, and 
allowing ‘the enlisted man, if discon- 
tented, to return to civil life on' merely 
paying back the small sum which the 
Government has spent on him, confer on 
the bluejackets privileges and responsi- 
bilities analogous to those of the officer. 

To appreciate how revolutionary this 
is it must be recalled that not so many 
years ago ‘‘press gangs” raided the 
streets of. seaports at night, and the 
men they carried aboard ships by force 
were about as much trusted in both 
peace and war as were those who had 
voluntarily signed articles. Up to very 
recently, mere weariness of the service 
Was not even thought of as a reason for 
letting a bluejacket go, and it was as- 
sumed that the powers of discipline were 
adequate. for getting the needed work 
out of anybody not utterly bad or worth- 
less. 

Acting on the advice and with the con- 
sent of many experienced officers whom 
he has consulted, the Secretary of the 
Navy has decided that.the’service is the 
better*for the absence of any man who 
wants to get out of it, and this decision 
was the more easily reached because the 
force afloat is now up to its full legal 
size and eager applicants for admission 
form a sort of waiting list, something 
never known before.

THE CLEAN-UP OF PANAMA. 


Gen. Gorgas Did Not Direct the 
Sanitary Engineering Work. 


To the Ediior of The New York Times: 

Ih a communication printed in THE 
Timms recently in: reference to sanita- 
tion on the Isthmus of Panama, a state- 
ment is made based on an error that is 
very. prevalent, namely; tliat Gen. Gor- 
gas had under his direction the work 
of sanitary engineering on the Isthmus 
of Panama. 

The faét is that all such work, or, more 
properly, the municipal enginéering cori- 
struction, was carried on under the di- 
rection of the successive Chief Engineers 
of the Canal Commission by an engi- 
neering division which had charge of 
the construction of water supplies, sew+ 
ers, roads, and pavements, while the 
sanitary engineering construction within 
buildings—that is, the installation of 
Plumbing, previously unknown on the 
Isthmus—was carried on by ‘the Depart- 
ment of Buildings, also under the direc- 
tion of the Chief Engineer. 

The work of the Sanitary Department 
under Gen. Gorgas’s able direction, which 
resulted in the extermination of yellow 
fever and a material reduction in the 
extent of malaria, comprised the néces- 
sary medical work, intluding the oper- 
ation of hospitals, quarantine, &c., and 
the ditection of a sanitary. brigade 
charged with the duties of fumigation, 
cleaning of buildings and streets, and 
the elimination of localities for mosquito 
breeding. 

The two branches of work were en- 
tirely distinct, and, while the Sanitary 
Department could not have attained its 
final success without the installation of 
modern water supplies and sewers and 
the construction of paved streets and 
storm water sewers,. which prevented 
the ‘collection of stagnant water, it

HOT ‘WATER FROM FROM BOILERS. 


Discharging It Into Se Into Sewers Is Both 
_Megal and Wasteful. 

Mo the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Regarding the damage done to the 
subways, pavements, &¢., by escaping 
Steam from. the pipes.of the New York 
Steam Company, as mentioned. in THe 
Times, attention should also be given 
to the many violations of a. city ordi- 
nance ~ prohibiting the discharge of 
steaming hot water into the sewers 
throughout ‘the: city. Such hot water is 
the cause of much of the steam ‘es- 
capihg from manholes. Notwithstanding 
that there is a fine of $50 per day for 
every violation of the above ordinance, 
this practite is kept up year after year 
by many of the large factories; office 
buildings, ‘hotels, and other. establish- 
ments using~steam power for any pur- 
pose. 

That the. discharge of hot waste water 
into sewers not only’ contributes. largely 
to “the damage complained of by. the 
Public Service Commission, but is also a 
general. nuisance to pedestrians by 
making the streets wncomfortable and 
adding to the heat and humidity of the 
Summer months, goes. without saying, 
but it is also a positive danger. to 
workmen, Inspectors, and others having 
to do with sewer connections and who 
are obliged often to enter the man- 
holes at the risk of being stewed at a 
temperature of 212 or more, 

There -is positively no excuse for this 
state of affairs at the present time; 
methods can easily be devised for pre- 
venting hot water from ever entering 
sewers by utilizing such water for boiler 
feed after having completely removed 
the ofl and other impurities therefrom 
in a safe and economical manner. } 

Heretofore, the’ complete. removal of 
oil from. such waste has been a- most 
serious and difficult problem owing to 
the fine state of division in which the 
oil was found. .Attempts to filter it all 
out. by. means of filters, using cloths 
and toweling of various kinds or or- 
dinary sand filters, have not been a 
success, and many disappointments 
have resulted from the use of such in- 
adequate methods. 

Lately, however, a very simple fil- 
tration’ process has been installed in a 
number’ of our large office buildings 
and other power plants which enables 
the owners to save all of their oily 
condensation and use such water over 
and over again in their boilers instead 
of wasting it into the sewers and caus- 
ing ‘all ‘the damage and discomfort con- 
nected therewith. 

When it ‘is remembered that city 
water costs about 18 cerits per thou- 
sand. gallons, and that it can be 
purified at the cost of a very small 
fraction of that amount, it will be readi- 
ly seen that it would be a more eco- 
nomical proposition to save such water 
and conform to the city ordinance .in- 
stead of paying the fine. above men- 
tioned for damaging public’ property.

‘e, and includes many sorts of physical 
remedies or preventives, ail within the prov- 
fnce of up-to-date physicians, just as much 
as materia medica or surgery. Mr. Ross ‘is 
merely trying to’ confuse his — with 
this play on words. 

I should like also to ask another ques- 
tion: What are the Christian Scientists doing 
to relieve the sufferings of the poor in the 
slum districts of this or any other large city?
